commend New Methods 


WOULD MODIFY JURY CODE

The Sixth District Law Enforce- 


ment' Convention, which met in Kush- 
ville Thursday, -went 'on record at 
Urn close of the session :as being in 
favor 'of assisting the Indiana -Ai.ti- 
Saloon League, and in articles of re- 
solutions 
passed -by the coiiyi.iit.oii 


several recommendations were of'L'r- 
ed in regard to law enforcement. 


One of the recommendations of- 


fered by the resolutions, suggested 
a change in the law granting 
a 


change of ve.nue in criminal c.-'.ses, 
and another one in the law gover- 
ning the verdict of a jury in a erim- 
Tial case, wherein the defendant is 
on trial charged with a misdemean- 


In the first piirt, it was sutiyesie.l. 


:hat the law- governing the chang;; of 
venue from tie regular court-judge, 
>e modified so as to require the <ic- 
"endant to prove to the court thai 
IB can not receive a. fair and iiu- 
iartial trial before such a euar.ge 
shall be granted. 


It was argued that frequently 
a 


lefendant sought a change in an ct'r 
:'ort to secure lighter punishment, 
i ml under the law the regular court 
judge submits a list of five .jurists, 
:'rom whom the trial judge is to be 
licked, and in this manner, the de- 
fendant really picks the judge who 
is to try his case. 


In the arguments for .the modifi- 


cation of the present • jury -code, in 
:he case of a defendant bn> trial for 
a misdemeanqr, the local convention 
:irged the passage 'of a law making 
:i two-thirds vote of the jury nec- 
essary for conviction or acquital, 
nstead of a unanimous^ vote 
for 


conviction, or a disagreement if one 
iuror holds out. 


It was stated that a man charged 


with violating the liquor laws might 
secure one member of the jury who 
would violate his oath, and 
tnis one 


person would.cause the jury to dis- 
.igree, even if the other eleven would 
vote'for conviction.

The convention also passeu a nio- 


:ion in which appreciation was cx- 
iressed for the speakers ana other 
ollicers who proved to be so valuable 
in the "local session, and who hr.ve 
proved to be potent aid in moulding 
aiiblie 
sentiment 
for the enforce- 


ment of the law.

Several prominent speakers closed 


the session 
here 
iu the afternoon, 


and each discussed the matter 
of 


enforcing the law from their stand- 
point as to profession. S. P. Mc- 
Naught, attorney for 'the Indiana 
Anti-Saloon League, discussed the 
question from the point of law, and 
lie briefly read the provisions of the 
laws, and passed out circulars giv- 
ng the laws and also the complete 
articles of the constitution of 
the 


United States.

John McCord, deputy 
attorney 


general of Indiana, also addressed 
the convention, and presented 
the 


matter from the side of the state, 
and the part that the attorneys of 
the state have to play iii the 
en- 


forcement of the laws. 


Bert Morgan,

tl-e 


Volstead law, and he read over por- 
tions of the act which regulates tl'ir 
handling of alcohol and the provis- 
ions against the sale, manufacture, 
and disposition of liquors and other 
intoxicants. 


Mr. Morgan stated that the state 


office had made bis- progress in its 
work, and was endeavoring to pre- 
vent the manufacture and sale in 
the state,

Certain of the problems 


confront the retailers were discus- 
sed at the annual meeting of the 
National Retail Dry Goods Associat- 
ion. 


xThe charge that- retailers, as a 
body, are profiteers and that they 
resisted efforts to bring prices down 
io lower levels is not jiovel. The re- 
tailers have been able to make out a 
good case in their favor, although 
it is not denied that certain of their 
number have been without fault in 
character of their business and the 
absence of any possible price-fixing 
combinations among them or them- 
selves a refutation. "The retailers are 
agreed, however, that the. cost of dn- 
ing business as it is carried on is 
altogether too high and makes nec- 
gssflry a larger make-up than is de- 
sirable under existing conditions. 


Aside nltogether from the larger 


.ex])eii=es which 
the retailers now 


have to meet because of the high 
rents, increased wages and burden- 
some taxation, they face a 
for service which is becoming1 more,,, 
rather than less, onerous. All these' 
things jenter-into the jptt,er of tjiej; 
prices •wliicTi must fe cliaT'ged. At 
difff"-"'it i"iu's. in various ^nrtions 
of the <-ountry, efforts have been 
had to make a separate item of this 
charge for service. _ .-
